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DETAILED ACTION 



1. According to a supplemental amendment ( paper no. 21 ) filed on Jan. 17, 2003, the applicants 
have added new claims 62-92. 

2. Claims 1, 4-10, 12, 13, 16-33, 36-59 and 61-92 are now pending in the application. 



3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the 
best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 68-76 and 82-92 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey 
to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The crystals of Citalopram hydrobromide wherein 50% of 
the crystals have a particle size of less than 40 um ( claim 68 ) is not described in the 
specification. Similarly , crystals having a particle size less than 5 um in a proportion of 35 % at 
most as well as aspect ratios claimed in instant claims 69-76 are not described in the specification 
at all. In addition, the method of crystallizing citalopram hydrobromide of instant claims 82-92 
using heat and acetone as solvent as well as the temperature ranges and cooling rates such as 
0.5oC/hour are not described in the specification. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Claims 1, 4-10, 12, 13, 16-33, 36-59, 61-67 and 77-81 are allowed since the instant crystals of 
citalopram having median particle size of atleast 40 urn and a method of preparing them are 
neither disclosed nor obvious over the prior art.
